Ease Zoning 
Ordinance 
Provisions 


The Elk Grove Village Plan Commis- 


sion has made a recommendation easing 
three controversial provisions of a pro- 
posed zoning ordinance. 


The provisions were the subject of 


countless objections by residents and in- 
dustrialists who attended four public 
hearings one year ago. One of the hear- 
ings drew a crowd of more than 250 to 
the Grove Junior High School. 


The controversial portions of the ordi- 


nance prohibited the parking of trailers 
and recreational vehicles in residential 
areas, prohibited home occupations, and 
included a maximum ground coverage 
restriction for industrial buildings. 


IN THE RECOMMENDATION from 


Stephen Schwellonbach, plan commission 
chairman, to a village board committee, 
the commission recommended: 


—That no campers, boats, or trailers 


be permitted to be stored on residential 
premises unless stored in garages or in 
rear yards. They may not be stored on 
side lots. 


—That maximum ground coverage be 


80 per cent for bulk regulations for 1-1 
and t-Z areas in the industrial park, an 
increase from an earlier 40 per cent re- 
striction. 


The commission recommended that in 


the industrial areas a 25-foot building 
line be required along with 15-foot rear 
lot easements and 10-foot side-yard ease- 
ments. 


KEGAUD1NC THE porhibition of home 


occupations, the commission recom- 
mended that home occupations be pro- 
hibited in the event they: 


—Use signs having an area greater 


than one square foot; 


—Bo involved in the storage.or use of 


equipment, materials and other than of- 
fice equipment material and other mate- 
rial normally included in the home; 


—Employ persons other than the im- 


medlnte family involved; 


—Use an area equlvilent to 20 per cent 


of the floor area; 


—Involve alterations of the building for 


purposes other than residential use. 


Objections raised last fall included 


those from pinno teachers, beauticians, 
f a s h i o n saleswomen, and cosmetics 
saleswomen. 


THE COMMISSION also recommended 


that the performance standards (a sec- 
tion regulating vibrations, smoke, dust, 
toxic matter ami odor) be adopted as 
.submitted last fall. 


The commission agreed O follow the 


recommendation on noise standards yet 
to bo reached by two experts in nolso. 


"Whatever is agreeable to those two 


parties should be adopted by the vil- 
lage," said the commission.

Voters Deciding 
On Charter Today 


, Polls will be open until 6 p.m. today as 
Illinois voters decide the fate of the pro- 
posed new state constitution. 


Estimates of voter turnout for the spe- 


cial referendum range as high as 60 per 
cent and as low as 40 per cent. 


The turnout is expected to be held 


down by the proximity of the election 
date "to the Christmas holidays, lack, of 
interest in the new constitution and wear- 
iness of the voters, who already have 
had two statewide election dates this 
year: a. primary in March and general 
elections six weeks ago. 


The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate questions. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no", 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judiciairy. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the 'main package of the 
constitution because delegates, believe 
their controversial nature could jeapor- 
cHze passage of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters approve 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 


, political control in .Illinois. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 
sentatives in each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59'districts into three 
smaller districts with one representative 
elected in'each. The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers vaters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nomi- 
nation by a screeningjCommission. 


The new constitution was drafted -by 


the state's Sixth Constitutional Con- 
vention, which met from Dec. 8, 1963 to 
Sept. 3,1970. 
: 


Illinois voters had approved the call 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming margin — largest ever on a 
special referendum issue in the state. 
.A simple majority of the votss cast is 


.sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still 1 doubt concerning 
the number of votes Deeded to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year. '

There's a book in Elk Grove Village 


that should be on the "must" reading list 
of every resident. 


Although it's not for sale and not in 


print, the record book of the youth hot- 
line sponsored by Elk Grove Village 
Community Service could probably tell 
residents more •about life than the top ten 
on the beat seller list. 


The telephone hotline is a volunteer 


youth venture which began in September 
to provide, teen-age listeners for teen-age 
problems. All specifics about conversa- 
tions and names are not public informa- 
tion. 


There had been 312 calls through Nov. 


'15 on the hotline. From Oct. 15 to Nov. 15 
the calls were categorized as talk ses- 
sions, 39; boy-girl problems, 22; drugs, 
18;' referrals and -miscellaneous, 23; 
runaways, 8, parents,8; verereal dis- 
ease, 5; legal aid, 19; medical and 
pharmacy, 17; for a total of 159. 
."SOME OF THE callers are just lone- 
ly. Some'desperate," said Tom Woodard, 
Community Service youth worker who 
manages the hotline. 


Anyone who calls will know that there 


is someone on the other end willing to 
give help, and knowledge of the appro- 


. nriate olace to send them if additional 


aid is needed. 


The caller can feel assured mat by 


dialing 439-0500 he can talk about drugs 
or crimes or morality without being 
brought to task, and without revealing 
his name. 


A log is kept to help the volunteers 


know better next time how to respond to 
a problem, in what areas additional re- 
sources are needed, and for keeping sta- 
tistics to prove that the hotline is valu- 
able.

It's a cold cruel world for the coal 


merchant these days. Once the backbone 
of the fuel industry, coal use has been 
dropping off since the end of World War 
II. 


Today, it seems, coal is in the same 


demand in area homes as a hair tonic for 
Nikita Khrushchev. 


If a person wants to purchase coal 


now, he must take his business to Dun- 
dee where Fred Doederlein operates the 
area's last coal and coke business. And 
coal is not Doederlein's main product. He 
is mainly in the lumber business. 


Doederlein said the coal business has 


been- dropping off recently, particularly 
in the last 10 years. He says oil, gas and 
electric heat are used in suburbia. 


No homes built in the area since the 


late 1940s are equipped with coal burning 
furnaces. Doederlein's business comes 
from people with older homes that 
haven't been converted to another form

village. 


WOODARD SEES the hotline as "good 


experience for the volunteers and a good 
service for the community." 


There are about 12 volunteers, aged 17 


to 20, working an average of nine hours a 
week each. Ten more are in training. 


The volunteers meet regularly with 


Wooclard for training in interpersonal- 
type relationships. They discuss how to 
listen and how to respond. 


The problems range from Social Secur- 


ity difficulties, to pregnancy to drugged 
dogs. Sometimes the callers request spe- 
cific information, such as "Where can I 
take a test to see if I'm pregnant?' or 
"My friend is high on speed. How can I 
get him down?" 


Some of the problems are more com- 


plex, brought on by a combination of 
conditions such as the new morality, the 
plight of the world, and suburbia. Many 
teen-agers call because they want to talk 
and feel they cannot confide in parents 
or friends. 


AT FIRST THE calls were mostly 


from eighth and ninth graders but now 
more of them are from high school age 
teens, according to Woodard. 


It is not just the calls and the problems 


they reveal which could teach parents 
about teen-agers in Elk Grove Village, 
but the responses which could give them 
hope. 


The responses, as recorded by the lis- 


tener, are on the most part, mature, per- 
ceptive and not unlike what a wise par- 
ent may answer. 


Although the calls are categorized in 


the end according to the type of problem, 
each one is handled on an individual 
basis.

BECAUSE OP THE coal business de- 


cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel. 


At one time, Doederlein stayed around 


Dundee. Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer 
hauls, reaching customers from Mount 
Prospect to Crystal Lake. The "death" 
of the Comfort Lumber Co. of Palatine in 
1967 caused Doederlein to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co. 


was the main coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area. Like Doederlein, Comfort 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products qs a sideline. 


Doederlein's products in the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kentucky stoker 
coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel coal. 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood. 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like Rolling Meadows. His cus- 
tomers in the newer suburbs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only in small quantities. 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doeder- 


lein said. 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlein would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not. 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no. other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a time. The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlein 
said. Then the customer buys another ton 
to make it until spring. 


Doederlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


When a 13-year-old girl called and 


wanted to know how to stop arguing with 
her parents, she was told that possibly 
some of the problems may be caused by 
herself. The volunteer recommended that 
she should try to talk out the problems 
with her parents instead of yelling. 


Another 13-year-old girl called and 


complained that her parents would not 
give her an allowance. She was told to 
talk to them about it, explain why she 
thought she should receive one until she 
could get a job, and to continue baby- 
sitting to earn as much money on her 
own as possible. 


ONE TEEN-AGER called and said his 


friends were making him take pot. It 
was suggested that he could either keep 
away from them, tell the police, his par- 
ents or the friends' parents. He made a 
decision as to which he would try and the 
call was over. 


Woodard explained that the philosophy 


behind the hotline was not to make deci- 
sions for the callers but to try and help 
them reach their own decisions. 


When a 16-year-old gir'r called saying 


her boyfriend's parents didn't like her, 
this philosophy was put into practice. 


The log reports, "We decided the best 


solution to not breaking up would be for 
him to go over to her house or to sit 
down and talk it over with his parents." 


Sometimes teen-agers call just to 


thank the volunteers for advice given 
which worked out all right. 


Woodard said he could not relate the 


callers to any particular economic or 
educational background, or to any type 
of family setting. 


coming a relic due to modern heating 


means. He also operates another truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumber. 


His coal trucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to reach a customer. He 
said he doesn't make many long distance 
hauls to wood fuel customers because it 
costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton. 


Doederlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself: "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money."

school receive one type of letter; another 
type goes to those who have not. Also, if 
the veteran's military discharge in- 
dicates a possible service disability, the 
letter tells the veteran show he can file a 
claim with the VA. 


Names ot veterans living beyond com- 


muting distance of the Chicago VA office 
who have not finished high school are 
turned over to nearby service organiza- 
tions for further contact. Such veterans 
living within commuting distance, Naser 
said, are sent a follow-up letter setting 
up a specific appointment with a VA offi- 
cial at 2030 W. Taylor St., Chicago. 


If the veteran does not answer the in- 


vitation, the VA sends a third letter, Na- 


ser said, and the veteran is given a form 
and a self-addressed envelope to use to 
set up a meeting at his convenience with 
a VA official at the' Chicago VA office, at 
the veteran's home, or elsewhere, even 
on a Saturday. 


VETERANS WHO ARE without a high 


school diploma living either beyond or 
within the commuting area of the Chi- 
cago VA office who have not responded, 
are sent another letter which provides 
further information, renews the offer of 
assistance, and includes a form on which 
the veteran can simply check his needs 
or interests. Again, a self-addressed 
franked envelope is enclosed for his con- 
venience. 


The veteran is told, "We can help you 


get started in a trade, go back to school, 
or pay you while you do. If you are look- 
ing for a job, we may be able to refer 
you to one which is just what you want." 


If the veteran is not interested in edu- 


cation or training, the VA office places 
him in contact with the State Employ- 
ment Agency. 


Naser said that of the 117,136 letters 


sent to veterans in the State of Illinois, 
3,927 were mailed in October.

North and South 
can make three no-trump. If South gets a 
club lend, he probably will run off the 
first It) tricks. 


There is also nothing complicated 


about the bidding if you play JACOBY 
MODERN. It Is shown in the box. 


South has a sc*nd one-spade opening. 


Fourteen high-card points and a five- 
card suit, It Isn't anything to rave about, 
but it is one point more than a minimum. 


North's hand just readies the min- 


imum for a two-heart response. He has 
il points, of which nil* arc high cards. 


So far, the bidding lias gone exactly as 


it would in standard American. JACOBY 
MODERN and standard American arc 
basically the same system. 


When it comes to South's rcbid, the 


systems diverge. In standard American. 
you still need more than M high-card 
points for the two no-trump rcbid.

The Doctor Says; 
Clues To Aching Back Are Bared

DKAll l)lt. LAMB — I have a back 


ailment from an accident and I would 
like to know if there Is a back doctor or 
can I get rid of the pain that is agonizing 
me? I am associated with a swim team 
at the YMCA and my back is keeping me 
from participating in the same manner I 
did lust year. I wear a band but it 
doesn't'help much and it seems to be 
getting worse. 


Dear Reader — Call the county medi- 


cal society and ask for the names of spe- 
cialists in "physical medicine." These 
doctors specialize in managing muscle 
problems. Often careful attention to the 
muscles — particularly after an injury — 
will relieve tho problem, 


It is a matter of history that President 


Kennedy hud an old back injury and was 
severely disabled for years until Dr. Ja- 
net Travel!, who was his doctor in the 
White House, treated his problem. You 
might enjoy reading Dr. Traveil's inter- 
esting account of these problems in her 


book, "Office Hours: Day and Night" 
(published by Now American Library, 
New York, 1960). 


A clever phy.slolam trained in physical 


medicine con do n great deal for sore 
backs. Tho study begins from the bottom 
up. And I moan looking to HOC If one leg 
is too short, which places a strain on the 
back muscles, and considering all the 
factors that may be causing pain. 


Too often attention Is centered only on 


the point where the pain is located and 
not enough consideration given to all the 
other factors that can cause the pain, A 
complete study of muscle balance, pos- 
ture and range of motion of joints and 
elasticity of muscles is indicated. 


The strain on muscles can often be 


lessened by correcting for skeletal prob- 
lems such as a short leg. Dr. Travell did 
this in Kennedy's case by putting a lift 
under the heel of the short leg. There are 
many other ways of reducing strain on 
sore muscles, which is as important as 


treating the muscle involved. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — Would you please 


tell me what hyperuricemia is? What 
causes it and is there any cure for it? Is 
it similar to gout? 


Dear reader — This means there is an 


increased amount of uric acid — a prod- 
uct of protein metabolism — in the blood. 
It is often seen in gout although it can 
occur without gouty arthritis and gouty 
arthritis can occur without markedly in- 
creased amounts of uric acid. Treatment 


is indicated if gouty arthritis is part of 
the»picture; otherwise it might be well to 
ignore it. Incidentally, gouty arthritis is 
uncommon in women.

Tomorrow will bo a great day for 


area motorists 
It will mark the 


opening of two long-awaited high- 
way Improvement projects — ac- 
cess ramps to the Northwest Toll 
Highway 
at 
Arlington 
Heights 


Road, and the interchange at Dun- 
dee Road (Route (iB) and the new 
Route 53 


The Dundee Road interchange 


opening follows completion of con- 
struction of a two-mile stretch of 
Route 53 from Rand Road (U.S. 12) 
to Route C8 It is now possible to 
get on the six-lane divided highway 
and drive to the Northwest Tollway 
interchange and, in 1972, to the 
new Interstate 90 link with Eisen- 
hower Expressway. 


Even more advantageous, how- 


ever, is the opening of the Arling- 
ton Heights Road access ramps. 
They will be officially opened by 
Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie in a rib- 


bon-cutting ceremony at 2 30 p.m. 


The partial interchange will per- 


mit Chicago-bound motorists to en- 
ter the tollway and outbound mo- 
torists to exit. This will save thou- 
sands of commuters — especially 
from Arlington Heights and Elk 
Grove Village — several minutes 
of driving time each day. 


It also should reduce rush-hour 


traffic jams at Highways 83 and 53. 


Opening of the tollway ramps 


will mark the successful conclusion 
of a seven-year effort to give the 
Northwest suburbs better access to 


the tollway. After years of frustra- 
tion in trying to get the state to 
recognize the need for a new ac- 
cess, a group of residents from Ar- 
lington Heights and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage formed the Tollway Access 
Committee (TAG). 


The key to their successful cam- 


paign was provided by Carl M. 
L a r s o n , University of Illinois 
Circle campus marketing professor 
a n d 
a 
resident 
of Arlington 


Heights. 
His professional study, commis- 
sioned by TAG, indicated new toll 
revenues would be generated by 
the access ramps. Two subsequent 
surveys by the Illinois Toll Road 
Commission 
itself substantiated 


the Larson Survey findings. 


That knowledge, plus effective 


lobbying, broke the dam and con- 
struction was approved in mid- 
1968. 


Motorists have many to thank for 


the new $1.5 million access — and 
the promise ot a complete inter- 
change system serving the area 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Municipal leaders of both Arling- 


ton Heights and Elk Grove Village 
worked diligently to secure approv- 
al. 


Dr. Carl Mees, who headed TAG, 


and Prof. Larson deserve special 
recognition. So does State Rep Eu- 
genia S. Chapman, who helped to 
persuade former Gov. Samuel Sha- 
piro to approve the project. 


It isn't often that a newspaper 


has the pleasure of seeing a long- 
time editorial campaign brought to 
a successful conclusion, so the Her- 
ald takes particular satisfaction in 
tomorrow's opening of the tollway 
ramps. 


Deserving of comparable success 


is another improvement for the 
area's highway system — access 
ramps at Roselle Road and the 
Northwest Tollway. 


Considerable community support 


already has been generated for this 
improvement. The two suburbs 
most directly involved — Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg — have 
been working to get an access ap- 
proved there and have received 
some encouragement from tollway 
officials. 


Harper College, located nearby, 


has offered the services of its di- 
rector of planning and devel- 
opment to the two communities in 
their effort to demonstrate the fi- 
nancial feasibility of Roselle Road 
access ramps. A professional, sci- 
entific survey of such a need and a 
projection of revenues — similar to 
the crucial Larson Study for TAG 
— could be of immeasurable help. 


Hopefully, this group will not en- 


counter the long delays in winning 
recognition, the construction de- 
sign problems and work stoppages 
that held up tomorrow's opening, 
but will bring about another rib- 
bon-cutting in a few years' time.

In case you didn't notice last week, the 


long-threatened but oft-postponed nation- 
wide rail strike finally became a reality, 
if only for one day. 


Rail unions have been bound and deter- 


mined they would strike 
for many 


months now President Nixon and Con- 
gress had been just as bound and deter- 
mined there would be no strike. They 
were, that is, until last week 


And so it came, last Thursday Thou- 


sands ot rail workers stayed away from 
their jobs. The post office set up all sorts 
of embargoes, temporary rules and spe- 
cial procedures for the strike. City traffic 
authorities braced for the crush of autos 
that was expected. 


But, the walkout died the same day it 


was born. 


If you're a commuter who rides the 


Chicago and North Western Railway 
trains into Chicago each day you would 
probably say of the strike, "Big deal" or 
"So what'" 


That's not too surprising, really. For 


you were all but completely unaffected 
by the strike. This despite the fact you 
use one of the major commuter rail sys- 
tems in the nation. 


The C&NW somehow managed last 


Thursday to keep its trains running. 


Granted, the trains were a little "liber- 
al" with the schedules. And some of the 
train crew members were new at the 
jobs But nevertheless, the C&NW got 
you and thousands of others downtown 
•that morning. And back home that night 


Moreover, the C&NW was apparently 


just about the only commuter line that 
made an effort to keep the trains going 
in the face of the walkout. 


Why the unexpected effort on the part 


of the C&NW? (Unexpected, because, 
though the strike began late Wednesday 
night, no one knew until Thursday morn- 


ing that they would have a C&NW train 
to ride on.) 


It's hard to say why. Two commuters, 


while waiting for their train that Thurs- 
day morning, advanced the theory that it 
had something to do with the planned 
purchase of the railroad by its employes. 


The accuracy of that theory is academ- 


ic, just as it's academic to estimate how 
long the C&NW could have kept its trains 
running during a rail strike. 


One thing is certain, though: the

New Constitution Will Benefit Citizens 


The choice for citizens as they go to 


the polls In the Blue Ballot election today 
is simple.

Republicans Choose 3 Board Candidates 


Dyrle Rnthman, Diane Jensen, and 


William Q'owln wore selected Sunday 
night as the three Republican cnncliclntcs 
to run in April's Hoffmnn Estates village 
board election. 


They were chosen by 190 local Republi- 


can delegates at a convention held at Co- 
nnnt High School. 


Defeated in their bids for ticket posi- 


tions wore William Catlin and Arnold Ni- 
kuln. 


In the first ballot, delegates from the 


16 precincts in Hoffman Estates spread 
their vote with Cowln, Mrs. Jensen and 
Rathmnn receiving between 52 and 55 
votes oach. 


BY THE THIRD ballot John Jensen 


swung all his 19 votes from Precinct 16, 
where he and his candidate wife live, 
over to Rathman's column. 


Other Jensen supporters also voted for 


Rathman in the third ballot making 
Rothman the first candidate chosen with 
109 delegate votes. 


Contenders needed a minimum of 96 


votes to secure a place on the slate for 
April. 


Mrs. Jensen pulled 96 votes to be certi- 


fied on the fourth ballot taken. 


COWIN AND NIKULA tied on the 


fourth ballot with 38 votes each. How- 
ever, Cowin's ticket position was secured 
on the fifth ballot when he received 111 
delegate votes compared to Nikula's 77 
votes. Each ballot was preceded by a 
short caucus session. 


Through the balloting Catlin never re- 


ceived more than 13 votes. 


Nikula, considered a serious contender, 


received his major support from persons 
in Precincts 1, 5, IB and 28. 


Precincts 1, led by Carl Shoemaker, 


and 5, led by Fred Harder, first swung 
their major support for Rathman, then 
switched over to Nikula's ranks in the 
fourth and fifth ballots. 


IN PRECINCT 16, Mrs. Jensen's home 


precinct, the fifth ballot vote went 12 for 
Nikula and 7 for Cowin, 


Precinct 28, Jim Kopp's precinct, and 


Nikula's home precinct, in earlier ballot- 
ing, played its votes for Cowin, then gave 
14 of its 16 votes to Nikula in the final 
ballot. 


Cowin's home precinct, Precinct 31, has 


its vote split in the fourth ballot then 
gave 15 votes to Cowin in the final ballot 
and only 4 votes to Nikula. 


Precinct 9, home of Mayor Fred Down- 


ey and Republican Committeeman Don 
Totten, kept its vote split between Mrs. 
Jensen and Rathman in the first three 
ballots, then went strong for Mrs. Jensen 
after Rathman's position was secured. 
Precinct 9 then swung 14 of 20 votes into 
Cowin's column to help push Cowin 
through. 


PRECINCT 12. led by 18-year-old Mike 


Catlin, kept its major support in Bill Cat-

Propositions One and Two give voters 


e choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judiciairy. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
ago in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
their controversial nature could jeopar- 
dize passage of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters approve 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois, 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


lin's column for the first two ballots, 
then gave 9 of 14 votes to help put Rath- 
man on the ticket. 


In the fourth ballot, when Mrs. Jensen 


was certified, Precinct 12's vote was split 
between Catlin and Cowin. 


In the final ballot, 12 out of 14 Precinct

Urge Political Involvement 


The Republican convention, to select 


candidates for the April election in Hoff- 
man' Estates, was designed to get people 
involved, said Donald Totten Republican 
Committeeman in Schaumburg Township 
and the convention's permanent chair- 
man. 


In a speech Sunday to the 190 delegates 


Totten said, "it's frustrating that so few 
participate" in primaries. 


"Still, Democracy is not a spectator 


sport. Our job is to come up with ways 
and means to overcome apathy," he 
added. 


He said apathy leads to situations 


where a man sits on a throne and hand 
picks his candidates, referring to Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard Daley. 


"This is the first tune candidates have 


been chosen by so many," he said to his 
audience. 


TOTTEN EXPRESSED hope that Sun- 


day's convention would not be the last 
held in Hoffman Estates and that other 
villages will pick up the idea. 


Hanover Park is a likely location for a 


local convention in two years if the Re- 
publican effort goes well in Hanover 
Park this coming April, Totten said. 


"Other party leaders are looking at 


this convention," Totten said. He will re- 
port on Hoffman Estates' event next 
month at a meeting of suburban Republi- 
can leaders. 


"Apathy breeds incompetent and low 


quality candidates," he added. "The se- 
lection by so many means selection of 
the most qualified and best candidates 
the Republicans can put up."

The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representative 
elected in each. The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers voters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nomi- 
nation by a screening commission. 


The new constitution was drafted by 


the state's Sixth Constitutional Con- 
vention, which met from Dec, 8, 10(19 to 
Sept, 3,1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the call 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming, margin — largest ever, on a 
special referendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votes cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected, 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year.

The bonds were purchased by the

Workmen Cut Phone Cables 


Telephone service was interrupted Fri. 


day afternoon at three large apartment 
complexes south of Palatine when 13 
phone company cables were severed by 
highway workers. 


A private contractor working for the 


Cook County Highway Department was 
installing a guard rail along Meacham 
Road, a third of a mile from Algonquin 
Road, when the cables were sliced. Each 
cable served 100 customer lines. 


About 3,100 phones were put out of 


service by the accident 


Because of the accident, calls were 


routed around the damage through Pala- 


tine where the telephone office handled a 
heavy load of calls. Around 12:30 p.m, 
the load became so heavy that no calls 
were able to leave Palatine. 


Illinois Bell workers were dispatched 


to the scene of the accident immediately. 
Working around the clock service was 
expected to be restored by Saturday 
morning. 


Because of the accident, International 


Village, Arbor Apartments and Walden 
Apartments went without telephone ser- 
vice most of Friday afternoon. Schaum- 
burg's Motorola Plant also reported lack 
of telephone service Friday. 


The Hanover Park Plan Commission 


Thursday withheld recommendation on a 
proposed planned unit development, re- 
questing a joint meeting of the commis- 
sion and village board. 


The proposal, as outlined by Daniel 


Comm and Associates, calls for the de- 
velopment of a 13-story high-rise which 
will include 151 apartments and a series 
of five, four, three and two-story build- 
ings to be constructed on 13 per cent of 
the land areas. The development is 
planned for a 17-acre site on the west 
periphery of the village on Streamwood's 
border. 


Although the commissioners appeared 


to accept Comm's general concept, they 
requested that the village engineer, state 
highway engineer and board members 
also inspect the plan. 


No date was set for the joint session, 


however, board action on the devel- 
opment is expected before Jan. 1. 


COMM'S 'DEVELOPMENT, was re- 


viewed by the zoning board of appeals in 
three stormy sessions that heard resi- 
dents objecting to his development and 
an adjoining 19-acre multi-family devel- 
opment that was subsequently denied. 


A representative of the objectors, 


Frank Wallace, hearing testimony during 
those sessions, told Comm it was possible 
that some objectors might change their 
minds when they learned more about the 
proposals and that Comm had the proper 
zoning. 


Wallace was expected to attend the 


Thursday session and present a re-eval- 
uation of the objections mostly aimed at 
traffic and burden to the school district. 


He, however, did not attend and plan 


commissioners 
seemed surprised that 


none of the objectors were there. 


MRS. 
DOUOTHY KANEHL, member 


of the commission, noted that Stream- 
wood was concerned with storm water 
drainage from the proposed 
devel- 


opment. 


Paul Munnich, acting as chairman pro- 


tern in the absence of chairman Pete 
Scaffidi, attempted to obtain a vote on 
the concept itself but then sent the pro- 
posal back to the village board for fur- 
ther investigation of traffic pattern and 
storm and sewer checks. But his request 
came after the project was sent back to 
committee. 


Fire Chief William Gresher was con- 


cerned about the lack of aerial equip- 
ment. He also will meet with the com- 
bined boards. 


Comm, the inventor of a system of 


building that utilizes pre-cast concrete 
modules, maintains his buildings are 
completely fireproof. 
Comm's high-rise development reduces 


the land-use and is an upgrading of the 
industrial zoning the land now holds, the 
commission noted. 


THROUGHOUT THE presentation the 


commission members looked for some 
comment from those residents who had 
previously objected to the petition and 
seemed reluctant to act on the proposal. 


Jim Gose, plan commissioner who 


worked with Wallace, said that only a 
few residents still objected to the devel- 
opment. He said most of the initial objec- 


tion was to the adjoining development 
and not Comm's. 


The village board recently granted 


Comm a variance in zoning to allow his 
d<"elopment and asked the plan commis- 
sion to consider the law and send it back 
for their action. 


But, it was expected to come back to 


the board with a recommendation. 


Commission members were reluctant 


to make that decision but said they may 
after the combined meeting.

Meacham, Nerge 
Bad Intersection 


The most dangerous intersection in Elk 


Grove Village is at Meacham and Nerge 
roads, in Schaumburg Township, said Lt. 
Richard Losch of Che Elk Grove Village 
police. 


Nine accidents in which 22 persons 


were injured and two killed have oc- 
curred at the intersection in the last 
three months, said Losch, patrol unit su- 
pervisor. 


The fatalities occurred Oct. 16 when a 


driver apparently failed to observe a 
stop sign on Meacham Road and collided 
with a cement truck. 


The driver of the car and a passenger 


were killed. 


"Strangely enough, in three summer 


months there were no accidents there," 
said Losch. 


For the 11 months of 1970 there, have 


been 19 traffic accidents at the inter- 
section, located at the crest of a hill west 
of Rte. 53 in an undeveloped area of the 
community in Schaumburg Township. 


The two roads both are two-lane high- 


ways under the jurisdiction of the Cook 


County Highway Dept. 


THE INTERSECTION is a two-way 


stop for north and southbound traffic on 
Meacham Road. The speed limit for both 
roads is 45 m.p.h. 


Losch said Nerge Road is heavily trav- 


eled westbound toward Schaumburg and 
Hoffman Estates during the late rush 
hours. 


Traffic on Meacham Road has. appar- 


ently increased, noted Losch, with motor- 
ists finding it a convenient route con- 
necting with Medinah Road and Lake 
Street (Rte. 20) in DuPage County ar.d 
Plum Grove Road and Northwest High- 
way (Rte. 14) in Palatine. 


Losch has recommended the inter- 


. section be made a four-way stop. Charles 
Willis, village manager, has requested 
that this be done in a recent letter to 
Thomas Cots, superintendent of high- 
ways for Cook County.

The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate questions. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judiciairy. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Pour asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
thedr controversial nature could jeapor-

PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. . 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as.three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 
sentatives in each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representative 
elected in each. The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed.

PROPOSITION TWO offers vjters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nomi- 
nation by a screening commission. 


The new constitution was drafted toy 


the state's Sixth Constitutional Con- 
vention, which met from Dec. 8, 1963 to 
Sept. 3,1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the call 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming margin — largest ever on a 
special referendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votss cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year.

It's a cold cruel world for tho coal 


merchant these days Once the backbone 
of the fuel industry, coal use has been 
dropping off since the end of World War 
II. 


Today, it seems, coal is in the same 


demand in area homes as a hair tonic for 
Nikita Khrushchev. 


If a person wants to purchase coal 


now, he must take his business to Dun- 
dee where Fred Doederlein operates the 
area's last coal and coke business And 
coal is not Doederlein's mam product He 
is mainly in the lumber business. 


Doederlein said the coal business has 


been diopping off recently, parliculaily 
in the last 10 years. He says oil, gas and 
electric heat ate used m suburbia 


No homes built in the area since the 


late 1940s are equipped with coal burning 
furnaces. Doederlein's business comes 
from people with older homes that 
haven't been converted to another form 
of healing 


BECAUSE OF THE coal business de- 


cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel 


At one time, Doederlein stayed around 


Dundee. Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer 
hauls, reaching customers from Mount 
Prospect to Crystal Lake. The "death" 
of the Comfort Lumber Co. of Palatine in 
1967 caused Doederlein to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co. 


was the main coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area. Like Doederlein, Comfort 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products as a sideline. 


Doederlein's products in the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kentucky stoker 
coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel coal. 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood. 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like Rolling Meadows. His cus- 
tomers in the newer subuibs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only m small quantities. 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doeder- 


lein said. 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlein would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. ' 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a time. The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlein 


said Then Ihe customer buys another ton 
to make it unlil spimg 


Doederlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


coming a ruhc due to modern heating 
means. He also operates another truck 
thai hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumbet. 


His coal ti ucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to reach a customer. He 
said he doesn't make many long distance 
liauLs to wood fuol customers because it 


costs about the name to haul a ton or a 
quaiter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton 


Doederlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself. "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money "

I think 
the pre-Christmas sales in stores have 
helped to keep the prices down," she 
said.

She said she found that presents were

Mrs. Brannan said she thought prices 


this year were close to last year's. "I 
have five children and I thought toys 
cost about the same as last year," she 
said. 


Mrs. Brannan said the unusual present 


she bought this year was a battery char- 
ger. 


MRS. JACK COOK, 1144 Bernard Dr., 


Buffalo Grove, said she still has quite a 
lot of Christmas shopping to do. 


She said she hasn't noticed higher 


prices for goods, except for men's wear, 
Crowds of holiday shoppers are another 
problem, she added. 


"The discount stores hove lower prices 


which are a help, but they have little 
help and such long check-out lines, Rand- 
hurst is always crowded and you can't 
get anyone to wait on you. Shopping in 
the smaller stores is a delightful experi- 
ence. There are clerks to wait on you 
und they know their merchandise," Mrs.

Voters To Decide 
Constitution's Fate 


Lonely 
Footsteps 
In 
Winter's 
First 
Snow 


Polls will be open until 6 p.m. today as 


Illinois voters decide the fate of the pro- 
posed new state constitution. 


Estimates of voter turnout for the spe- 


cial referendum range as high as 60 per 
cent and as low as 40 per cent. 


The turnout is expected to be held 


down by the proximity of the election 
date to the Christmas holidays, lack of 
interest in the new constitution and wear- 
iness of the voters, who already have 
had two statewide election dates this 
year: a primary in March and general 
elections six weeks ago. 


The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate questions. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judiciairy. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
their controversial nature could jeapor- 
flize passage of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters approve 
'them.

PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 


the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 
sentatives in each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representative 
elected in each. The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers voters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 


He Buys Salt By The Ton 


When most people go shopping, at one 


time or another, they buy salt. Bill 
Davis, public works director for Buffalo 
Grove, also goes shopping for salt. He 
just bought 40 tons of it. 


His salt, however, won't be used to 


season a Christmas dinner. It will be 
spread on the 100 miles of streets in Buf- 
falo Grove to aid village motorists this 
winter. 


The suit, from the Morton Salt Co., 


was delivered Monday at noon. It will be 
stored on the Emmerich Park Field- 
house parking lot, Davis said. As part of 
the agreement, Morton will deliver addi- 
tional salt on 24 hours notice if neces- 
sary, Davis added. 


In outlining his strategy for dealing 


with this year's snowfall, Davis said the 
village's snow fighting force consists of 
one two-ton dump truck, two one-ton 
dump trucks and two smaller vehicles, 
all equipped with snowplows. Plowing 
begins after one inch of snow has fallen. 


ACCORDING TO DAVIS' plan, the vil- 


lage is divided into five sections. Each 
vehicle is assigned to one of the areas 
and its driver is responsible for clearing

Since all the village homes have mail 


boxes at the street, the entire street 
must be plowed from curb to curb to en- 
able mail trucks to get to the boxes. 


"There are going to be a lot of dam- 


aged mail boxes this winter — by snow 
not by plows," Davis said. He explained 
in heavy snows, the force of the snow, 
when plowed off the street, causes dam- 
age to the boxes. 


A village ordinance states that after 


one inch of snow accumulation, all pri- 
vate vehicles must be removed from vil- 
lage streets. Violation of this ordinance 
results in a fine and the vehicle being 
towed away. 


Davis said there are some streets in 


new parts of the village, such as the Mill 
Creek and Strathmore developments, 
which will not be plowed by village 
equipment. 


"THERE ARE TWO reasons why we 


don't plow those streets," Davis said. 
"First, they don't belong to us yet, and 
secondly we can't plow them without 
damage to our equipment, because there 
is only one layer of pavement." 


Without the second layer of pavement, 


manholes and drains rise above the 
primary layer, making it dangerous to 
use a plow on the streets, Davis ex- 
plained.

vention, which met from Dec. 8, 19C.J lo 
Sept. 3,1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the call 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming margin — largest ever on a 
special referendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votes cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year. 


Urge Residents 


To Lock Doors 


Because of a recent series of thefts, 


Buffalo Grove Police Chief Harold Smith 
cautioned village residents to make sure 
all doors are locked before retiring for 
the night. 


Usually ... the ..thief enters the home 


through an unlocked garage door, goes to 
the bedroom and removes the wallet 
from the husband's pants pocket, leaving 
other valuables untouched, Smith said. 
Police have no idea why the thief enters 
the house and takes only the wallets. 


The chief was not sure of the exact 


number of thefts with the same pattern, 
but estimated that at least six cases had 
been reported to police. 


The latest wallet theft was reported to 


police Sunday. According to reports, Ev- 
erett Smoliasky, of 396 Indian Hill Dr., 
discovered his wallet missing Sunday 
morning. 


An investigation revealed footprints 


leading from the rear of the house. Po- 


lice also found similar footprints leading 
from other houses on the block, in- 
dicating the thief had tried to enter other 
houses. 


"It is very likely that the thief enters 


the premises through a door in the ga- 
rage and gets into the house through a 
service door between the garage and the 
house," Smith said. 


Smith said it is unlikely that entry is 


made by raising the overhead door be- 
cause the noise would probably wake the 
occupants of the house. 


In issuing the warning, Smith said, "I 


would caution residents to check all out- 
side doors, including patio doors, to see 
to it they are locked before going to bed 
each night. 


"This especially applies at this time of 


the year with Christmas presents and 
gifts in the home. Why make it easy for 
the thief?" he said.

demand in aiea homes as a hau tonic for 
Nikita Khrushchev 


If a person wants to purchase coal 


now he must take nib business to Dun 
dee wheie Tied Doedeilem opeiates the 
aiea's last coal and coke business And 
coal is not Doedei loin's mam pioduct He 
is mainly in the lumbei business 


Doedetlem said the coal business has 


been dropping off recently, particu'aily 
in the last 10 yeais Ite says oil, ga» and 
electiic heal me used in suburbia 


No homes built in the area since the 


late 1940s are equipped with coal burning 
furnaces 
Doedei lem's business comes 


from people with older homes that 
haven't been conveited to anothei form 
of heating 


BECAUSE OF THE coal business de- 


cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel 


At one time Doederlem stayed around 


Dundee Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer 
hauls, reaching customer from Mourt 
Prospect to Crystal Lake The "death" 
of the Comfort Lumber Co of Palatine in 
1967 caused Doederlem to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest suburbs 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co 


was the mam coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area Like Doederlem Comfort 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products as a sideline 


Doederlem's pioducts m the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kenti °ky stokei 
coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel "coal 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like Rolling Meadows His cus 
tomers in the newer suburbs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only in small quantities 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doedei- 


lem said 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlem would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a time The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlem 


s ud 'I lion the customer buys another ton 
to make il unlil spiing 


Doedeilem has a conl truck, fast be- 


coming a iclic due to modem heating 
means He also opeiates anothei truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumber 


His coal bucks of I en have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to teach a customer He 
said he doesn'l make many long distance 
hauls to wood luol customers because it 


costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton 


Doederlem admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness After a few more years, you won t 
make any money "

Illinois voters decide the fate of the pro- 
posed new state constitution. 


Estimates of voter turnout for the spe- 


cial referendum range as high as 60 per 
cent and as low as 40 per cent. 


The turnout is expected to be held 


down by the proximity of the election 
date to the Christmas holidays, lack of 
interest in the new constitution and wea- 
riness of the voters, who already have 
had two statewide election dates this 
year: a primary in March and general 
elections six weeks ago 


The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate questions. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
the Illinois judiciary. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
their controversial nature could jeopard- 
ize passage of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters ap'prove 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS one and Two have at- 


tracted most of the interest since the 


proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 
sentatives in each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide oach of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representa- 
tives elected in each. The size of the 
House of Representatives would not be

It's a cold cruel world for the coal 


merchant these days. Once the backbone 
of the fuel Industry, coal use has been 
dropping off since the end of World War 
II. 


Today, it seems, coal is in the same 


demand in area homes as a hair tonic for 
Nikitn Khrushchev, 


If a person wants to purchase coal 


now, he must take his business to Dun- 


dee where Fred Doedcrlein operates the 
area's last coal and coke business. And 
coal is not Doederlein's main product. He 
is mainly In the lumber business. 


Doedcrlein said the coal business has 


been dropping off recently, particularly 
in the last 10 years. He says oil, gas and 
electric heal are used in suburbia. 


No homes built in the area since the 


late 1940s are equipped with coal burning 
furnaces, Doederlein's business comes 


from people with older homes that 
haven't been converted to another form 
of heating. 


BECAUSE OF THE coal business de- 


cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel. 


At one lime, Doederlcin stayed around 


Dundee. Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer

Heights Youth Council, Dan Lachs of 
PTYC, and Thomas attended the task 
force's hearing last week. Thomas said 
they met with the group for 15 minutes 
and learned of the recommended approv- 
al from staff members later that day. 


If approved, the youth services bureau 


will be a partially-funded pilot program 
for the federal government. It will be 
aimed at reducing the number of young 
people referred to juvenile courts or the 
police each year. 


Operating as a resource center, the bu- 


reau will work with local agencies to 
help teens in whatever way possible. It 
would operate in a store front at a con- 
venient location where the young could 
walk in with their problems. 


PTYC was recommended by the Cook 


County Commission on Criminal Justice 
last September to operate the pilot pro- 
gram. Since then, PTYC has been going 
through channels to get final approval. 
Approval by the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission would be the final step 
toward starting .he bureau. 


FAST BECOMING A relic of the past, the coal truck 
was once the main transporter of heating fuel in the 
nation. The last coal trucks in the Northwest suburban 
area may be found in Dundee at the Fred Doederlein 


Lumber Co., where one is being loaded with coal for 
customers 
with older suburban 
homes who haven't 


switched to another form of heating. Doederlein's trucks 
rarely visit the newer suburbs. 


hauls, reaching customers from Mount 
Prospect to Crystal Lake. The ' death 
of the Comfort Lumber Co. of Palatine m 
1967 caused Doederlein to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co. 


was the main coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area. Like Doederlein, Comfor 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products as a sideline. 


Doederlein's products in the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kentucky stoker 
coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel coal. 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood. 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like Rolling Meadows. His cus- 
tomers in the newer suburbs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only in small quantities. 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doeder- 


lein said. 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlein would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not. 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a tune. The first ton is 
bought before whiter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlein 
said. Then the customer buys another ton 
to make it until spring. 


Doederlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


coming a relic due to modern heating 
means. He also operates another truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumber. 


His coal trucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to reach a customer. He 
said he doesn't make many long distance 
hauls to wood fuel customers because it 
costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton. 


Doederlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself: "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money." 


Palatine Road Work Gripes Aired 


More than 50 homeowners had 
a 


chance last week to air their opposition 
to the state highway department's pro- 
posed improvements for Palatine Road. 


Crowded into the village hall, a group 


dominated by residents from the Winston 
Park area attended an informal public 
hearing on the proposal. 


Villaeg Mgr. Berton G. Braun and a 


representative of the Illinois Division of 
Highways conducted the three-hour long 
hearing. 


It preceded a formal hearing the state 


will conduct at the Palatine Village Hall 
sometime in January. 


GIFFOHD GARDNER, a director in 


the Winston Park Homeowners Associ- 
ation, said the people he represented 
based their objections on five main con- 
cerns: 
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—The loss of several homes which tha 


state will have to condemn to make the 
road improvements. 


—Overloading Winston Drive with traf- 


fic 
from 
the Baybrook 
Apartments 


planned for the southeast corner of Pala- 
tine and Rohlwing Road. 


—The safety considerations of the pro- 


posal. 


—The effect it will have on the flow of 


traffic on the frontage roads north and 
south of Palatine Road. 


—The effect it will have on he access 


of traffic to Unit 6 of Winston Park (lo- 
cated south of Palatine Road). 


Several times during the evening the 


homeowners forgot the purpose of the in- 
formal hearing and demanded answers 
from Braun, who was not prepared to 
answer. 


"THIS IS NOT A formal hearing. A 


formal hearing will be held in January 
and the state people will be better able to 
answer many of your qeustions," Braun 
said several times. 


Many of the homeowners also seemed 


skeptical as to the worth of the informal 
hearing. Braun reminded them, however, 


that previous hearings had caused the 
state to dump four alternate plans for 
Palatine Road before presenting the cur- 
rent and fifth plan. 


Nevertheless, they were afforded an 


opportunity to see an aerial photo of the 
jjplan and hear Braun's detailed ex- 
planation of how it will work. 


Basically, the plan calls for Pala- 


tine Road to be redone into a four, 12-foot 
wide lane road with a 16-foot wide me- 
dian between Winston Drive and Commu- 
nity Park. 


It also provides for the installation of 


four-way traffic signals at Winston and 
Palatine Road. Similar improvements 
are planned for the U.S. 14-Palatine 
Road intersection. 


ANY FEATURE OF the proposal in 


that left turn median barriers will be set 
up at three out of five intersections be- 
tween Rohlwing Road and the highway to 
enhance lane flow. 


This will cause traffic to be rerouted at 


the block intersections into the interior of 
the neighborhoods north and south of 
Palatine Road in this area. 


Homeowners from an area between 


Community Park and Rohlwing Road 
said this is their major objection, consid- 
ering the safety factor with children 
playing on these streets. 


People from Winston Park were most 


concerned with the state's plans to possi- 
bly condemn six homes at Winston and 
Palatine Road. 


Gardner proposed traffic signs and 


several other measures, including mak- 
ing the frontage roads one way in order 
to save the homes. 


Both Braun and the state representa- 


tive said these and other proposals would 
be examined more closely at the January 
hearing, for which a date should be set 
shortly.

Howie-In-The-Hills is located a t the 


north end of Hoffman Estates, north of 
the Winston Knolls subdivision, and west 
of Inverness along Palatine Road. 


UNDER THE PLAN, a seven-man 


board of directors would be established 
to take the defunct City Savings and 
Loan of Chicago and turn its remaining 
assets into a profit. Howie-In-The-Hills is 
one of City Saving's major assets. 


Receivers for the property, represent- 


ed by Atty. Donald Rueben, Friday, ap- 
pealed t(» Judge Campbell to approve the 
plan. It is the only way depositors to City 
Savings will receive any appreciable re- 
turn on their money, Rueben said. 


The plan provides for stocks and de- 


bentures to be issued to depositors who 
are set up in two classes; those with de- 
posits made before 1959 and those whose 
deposits were made after 1959. 


The savings institution was taken over 


by the state in 1964 and put into the fed- 
eral receiver's hands in 1968 after state 
officials were charged with fraudulently 
handling City Saving's affairs. 


THE PLAN TO SET up a new corpo- 


ration is the alternative to liquidating the 
assets, Rueben said. If liquidation were 
to occur neither the receiver's expenses 
nor the depositor's loss would be cov- 
ered, he added. 


Persons objecting to the plan were giv- 


en 14 days from last Friday to file a 
statement with Judge Campbell.

filed by all parties concerned and decide 
within 35 days on the future of City Sav- 
ings, and Howie-In-The-Hills.

THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
the Illinois judiciary. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates 
believe 


their controversial nature could jeopard- 
ize passage'of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in' it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters approve 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS one and Two have at- 


tracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois.

The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 
sentatives in each district. 


• The single-member proposal would di- 
vide each of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representa- 
tives elected in each. The size of the 
House of Representatives would not be 
changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers voters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nomi- 
nation by a screening commission. 


The new constitution was drafted by 


the state's Sixth Constitution Convention, 
which met from Dec. 8, 1969 to Sept. 3, 
1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the call for 


a convention in 1968 by an overwhelming 
margin — largest ever on a special ref- 
erendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votes cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year.

Once the backbone 
of the fuel industry, coal use has been 
dropping off since the end of World War 
II. 


Today, it seems, coal is in the samo 


demand in area homes as a huir tonie for 
Nlkita Khrushchev. 


If a person wants to purchase coal 


now, ho must take his business to Dun- 


dee where Fred Docderloin operates the 
area's lust coal and coke business. And 
coal is hot Docderlein's main product. He 
is mainly In the lumber business. 


Docderlein said the coal business hns 


been dropping off recently, particularly 
in the last 10 years. He says oil, gas and 
electric heat are user] in suburbia. 


No homes built in the area since the 


lute IMOs are equipped with coal burning 
furnaces. Doederlein's business comes 


from people with older homes that 
haven't been converted to another form 
of heating. 


BECAUSE OF THE coal business de- 


cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel. 


At one time, Doederlein stayed around 


Dundee, Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer

William Burroughs of the Arlington 


Heights Youth Council, Dan Lachs of 
PTYC, and Thomas attended the task 
force's hearing last week. Thomas said 
they met with the group for 15 minutes 
and learned of the recommended approv- 
al from staff members later that day. 


If approved, the youth services bureau 


will be a partially-funded pilot program 
for the federal government. It will be 
aimed at reducing the number of young 
people referred to juvenile courts or the 
police each year. 


Operating as a resource center, the bu- 


reau will work with local agencies to 
help teens in whatever way possible. It 
would operate in a store front at a con- 
venient location where the young could 
walk in with their problems. 


PTYC was recommended by the Cook 


County Commission on Criminal Justice 
last September to operate the pilot pro- 
gram. Since then, PTYC has been going 
through channels to get final apprdval. 
Approval by the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission would be the final step 
toward starting i.he bureau. 


FAST BECOMING A relic of the past, the coal truck 
was once the main transporter of heating fuel in the 
nation. The last coal trucks in the Northwest suburban 
area may be found in Dundee at the Fred Doederlein 


Lumber Co., 
where one is being loaded with coal for 


customers with older 
suburban 
homes who haven't 


switched to another form of heating. Doederlein's trucks 
rarely visit the newer suburbs. 


hauls, reaching customers from Mount 
Prospect to Crystal Lake. The "death" 
of the Comfort Lumber Co. of Palatine in 
19(17 caused Doederlein to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co. 


was the main coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area. Like Docderlein, Comfort 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products as a sideline. 


Doederlein's products in the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kentucky stokor 
coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel coal. 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood. 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like Rolling Meadows. His cus- 
tomers in the newer suburbs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only in small quantities. 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doeder- 


lein said. 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlein would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not. 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a time. The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlein 
said. Then the customer buys another ton 
to make it until spring. 


Doederlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


coming a relic due to modern heatiny 
means. He also operates another truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumber. 


His coal trucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to reach a customer. He 
said he doesn't make many long distance 
hauls to wood fuel customers because it 
costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton. 


Doederlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself: "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money." 


Palatine Road Work Gripes Aired 


More than 50 homeowners had 
a 


chance last week to air their opposition 
to the state highway department's pro- 
posed improvements for Palatine Road. 


Crowded into the village hall, a group 


dominated by residents from the Winston 
Park area attended an informal public 
hearing on the proposal. 


Villaeg Mgr. Berton G. Braun and a 


representative of the Illinois Division of 
Highways conducted the three-hour long 
hearing. 


It preceded a formal hearing the state 


will conduct at the Palatine Village Hall 
sometime in January. 


GIFFORD GARDNER, a director in 


the Winston Park Homeowners Associ- 
ation, said the people he represented 
based their objections on five main con- 
cerns: 
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—The loss of several homes which the 


state will have .to condemn to make the 
road improvements. 


—Overloading Winston Drive with traf- 


fic 
from 
the

planned for the southeast corner of Pala- 
tine and Rohlwing Road. 


—The safety considerations of the pro- 


posal. 


—The effect it will have on the flow of 


traffic on the frontage roads north and 
south of Palatine Road. 


—The effect it will have on he access 


of traffic to Unit 6 of Winston Park (lo- 
cated south of Palatine Eoad). 


Several times during the evening the 


homeowners forgot the purpose of the in- 
formal hearing and demanded answers 
from Braun, who was not prepared to 
answer. 


"THIS IS NOT A formal hearing. A 


formal hearing will be held in January 
and the state people will be better able to 
answer many of your qeustions," Braun 
said several times. 


Many of the homeowners also seemed 


skeptical as to the worth of the informal 
hearing. Braun reminded them, however, 


that previous hearings had caused the 
state to dump four alternate plans for 
Palatine Road before presenting the cur- 
rent and fifth plan. 


Nevertheless, they were afforded an 


opportunity to see an aerial photo of the 
jjplan and hear Braun's detailed ex- 
planation of how-it will work. 


Basically, the plan calls for Pala- 


tine Road to be redone into a four, 12-foot 
wide lane road with a 16-foot wide me- 
dian between Winston Drive and Commu- 
nity Park. 


It also provides for the installation of 


four-way traffic signals at Winston and 
Palatine Road. Similar 
improvements 


are planned for the U.S. 14-Palatine 
Road intersection. 


ANY FEATURE OF the proposal in 


that left turn median barriers will be set 
up at three out of five intersections be- 
tween Rohlwing Road and the highway to 
enhance lane flow. 


This will cause traffic to be rerouted at 


the block intersections into the interior of 
the neighborhoods north and south of 
Palatine Road in this area. 


Homeowners from an area between 


Community Park and Rohlwing Road 
said this is their major objection, consid- 
ering the safety factor with children 
playing on these streets. 


People from Winston Park were most 


concerned with the- state's plans to possi- 
bly condemn six homes at Winston and 
Palatine Road. 


' 
Gardner proposed traffic signs and 


several other measures, including mak- 
ing the frontage roads one way in order 
to save the homes. 


Both Braun and the state representa- 


tive said these and other proposals would 
be examined more closely at the January 
hearing, for which a date should be set 
shortly.

The Prospect Heights Old Town Sani- 


tary District (OTSD) trustees may file 
suit against the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) because of a nine-month 
delay In construction of a sanitary inter- 
ceptor sewer.

Considers 
Referendum 


The question of whether to hold a ref- 


erendum in School Dist. 26 next year will 
be considered tonight by the school 
board. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the 


district's administration center, adjacent 
to Parkview School on Kensington Road 
In unincorporated Mount Prospect. 


At the board's last meeting Supt. Win- 


ston Harwood recommended that a two- 
part referendum e submitted to voters. 
Though the board took no official action 
on the matter at that meeting, Harold 
Haney, school board president, predicted 
the board would decide tonight to hold 
the referendum. 


THE FIRST PART of the referendum 


would be a proposal for a hike in the 
education fund tax rate from $1.40 per 
$100 assessed valuation to $1,60. 


The second part would be a bond issue. 


Funds from the issue would be used for 
an addition to the River Trails Junior 
High School. 


In making his recommendation Har- 


wood told the board that the education 
fund tax rate has been $1.40 for the last 
decade. He pointed out, the district's 
deficit will be about $350,000 at the end of 
this year. 


Concerning the proposal for the high 


school addition, Harwood said that space 
at the school has become inadequate. He 
estimated the cost of the addition at no 
more than $500,000.

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MSD has also contracted with the 


Prospect Heights district to build a sec- 
ond interceptor along Old Willow Road, 
to be completed by June, 1971. The Re- 
liance Underground Construction Co. has 
been hired by MSD to do the construc- 
tion. 


Construction of the first interceptor, 


along Camp McDonald Road, has been 
delayed by a number of factors accord- 
ing to Pivnicke. Tunneling machinery 
broke down in July and had to be over- 
hauled at the construction site. 


In addition, the company hired by MSD 


to install the first interceptor, F. H. May 
Co., declared bankruptcy in the midst of 
construction. The insurance company 
that bonded the May Co. supplied the 
'J-Dee Construction Co. as a replacement. 


Because of the problems encountered 


by MSD, the Prospect Heights district 
granted them additional time to com- 
plete the interceptor. However the OTSD 
trustees now are concerned because the 
July 1 completion date goes beyond the 
"grace" period they granted MSD. 


OTSD HAS ALSO had problems with 


MSD's second contractor, the Reliance 
Underground Construction Co., according 
to Schuld. "A permit granted to Reliance 
states that two new sets of culverts 
would be installed under Old Willow 
Road between the north and south por- 
tions of the Hillcrest Slough, by June 
1970. 


The new culverts have not yet been in- 


stalled, said Schuld, but "MSD has di- 
rected Reliance to resolve the matter as 
soon as possible."

Polls will be open until 6 p.m. today as 


Illinois voters decide the fate of the pro- 
posed new state constitution. 


Estimates of voter turnout for Die spe- 


cial referendum range as high as 60 per 
cent and as low as 40 per cent. 


The turnout is expected to be held 


down by the proximity ot the election 
date to the Christmas holidays, lack oi f 
interest in the new constitution and wear- * 
iness of the voters, who already have 
had two statewide election dates this 
year: a primary in March and general 
elections six weeks ago. 


The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate questions. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" ot "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judicially. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to 18. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
their controversial nature could jeapor- 
flize passage of the entire constitution. 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals will be in- 
cluded in it. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters approve 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois. 


Bond Issue Meeting Tonight 


Persons who live in the River Trails 


Park District may learn more about the 
$750,000 bond issue referendum, slated 
for Saturday at a meeting in River Trails 
Junior High School, 1000 Wolf Rd., Mount 
Prospect. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. in the 


school library. Park commissioners will 
explain the referendum and proposed 
bond issue to residents. Following the 
commissioners' presentation, the meet- 
ing will be opened to questions. 


The commissioners have proposed the 


bond sale to raise money to purchase the 
Rob Roy Driving Range on Euclid Ave- 
nue, in Prospect Heights. The commis- 
sioners said they are attempting to pur- 
chase the 19-acre driving range in order 
to preserve open space. 


LAND IS ALREADY owned by the 


park district adjacent to the driving 
. range on the east. The site, Woodland 
Trails Park, includes a swimming pool, 
bath house and hockey rink. 


Park commissioners said they are 


"keenly aware of the dwindling avail- 
ability of space in the community, and 
the value of additional park and recrea- 
tional facilities in conjunction with the 


new swimming pool." 


To facilitate the purchase, voters will 


be asked to consider two ballots Dec. 19. 
The first proposes an increase in the 
park district bond debt from 2.5 per cent 
to not more than 5 per cent of the $53 
million total assessed valuation of the 
district. The new debt limit would be 
S2.65 million. 


Currently the district has a debt of 


over $1 million, which is approximately 2 
per cent of the district's assessed valu- 
ation. If the residents raise the limit, the 
district may sell an additional $1,325,000 
in bonds. 


However, the second ballot, the com- 


missioners have asked for approval to 
sell only $750,000 in bonds. If the com- 
missioners later decide that it would be 
advantageous to sell another §575,000 in 
bonds, and go to the full 5 per cent limit, 
they would have to secure the voters' ap- 
proval in another referendum. 


THE PARK DISTRICT cannot sell the 


bonds and purchase the driving range 
unless the voters approve both ballots in 
the referendum. If the referendum does 
pass, residents with a home assessed at 


$10,000, 'will have to pay an additional $14 
in taxes a year. 


The park commissioners decided to at- 


tempt to purchase the driving range af- 
ter the Mount Prospect Village Board 
turned down a request from Kenroy, 
Inc., owners of the driving range to an- 
nex the land to the village and rezone it 
for a planned development this fall. Ken- 
roy wanted to build apartments and 
townhouses on the land. 


Now, Kenroy has put the land on the 


market to sell for commercial use. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate. This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre 
sentatives in each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59 districts into three 
smaller districts with one representative 
elected in each. The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers voters a 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination by 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nomi- 
nation by a screening commission. 


The new constitution was drafted by 


the state's Sixth Constitutional Con- 
vention, which met from Dec. 8, 1963 to 
Sept. 3,1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the call 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming margin — largest ever on .a 
special referendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votes cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, coiirt fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect in stages, beginning next 
year. 


Jewel To Sublease 
Company Property 


The Jewel Tea Co., owner of a chain of 


food stores, is negotiating with another 
company to sublease property at 9 Camp 
McDonald Rd. in Prospect Heights. 


The Jewel Co. began leasing the prop- 


erty in 1956, when the company opened 
one of the largest Jewel food stores in 
the Chicago area at that site. 


The store was closed recently following, 


the opening .of another Jewel store in the 
Randhurst Shopping Center in Mount 
Prospect. According to a Jewel spokes- 
man, "We closed both the Prospect 
Heights store and a store already in the 
Randhurst center to make way for the 
new store, which opened last month." 


Center Named After 30 Years 


The shopping complex at Elmhurst and 


Camp McDonald roads in Prospect 
Heights has been named the "Old Town 
Plaza" by the Prospect Heights Mer- 
chant Association. 


Prior to this the complex has not had 


any official name. It was built 30 years 
ago by a pair of realtors, Carlton Smith 
and Allen Dawson, who established Pros- 
pect Heights in 1936. Li addition to the 
complex, the pair built several hundred 


homes and a medical center. 


At the time of its constructio, the com- 


plex was said to be the first shopping 
center under one roof. Connecting doors 
allowed customers to walk through the 
stores without going outside. 


After a fire in 1955, the connecting 


doors were sealed and firewalls were in- 
stalled between the stores. Later that 
year the center was sold to Ehler and 
Wenbor, Prospect Heights builders.

cline, many former coal salesmen have 
either gone out of business or dis- 
continued their line of fuel. 


At one time, Doederlein stayed around 


Dundee. Now that the other coal com- 
panies have vanished, he makes longer 
hauls, reaching customers from Mour.l 
Prospect to Crystal Lake. The "death" 
of the Comfort Lumber Co, of Palatine in 
10K7 caused Doederlein to expand his 
hauling of coal into the main part of the 
Northwest submbs, 


Previously, the Comfort Lumber Co. 


was the main coal supplier to the Arling- 
ton Heights-Palatine region and the sur- 
rounding area. Like Doederlein, Comfort 
mainly sold lumber, but stocked coal fuel 
products as a sideline. 


Doederlcin's products in the coal fuel 


area include Eastern Kentucky stoker 


coal, brickettes, coke, and kannel coal. 
He also sells brick and oak fuels and kin- 
dling wood. 


He sells the coal fuel products in the 


older suburbs, but rarely visits the newer 
suburbs like. Rolling Meadows. His cus- 
tomers in the newer suburbs buy only 
the wood fuel products for their fire 
places, and only in small quantities. 


"Nobody buys a ton of wood," Doeder- 


lein said. 


EVEN THOUGH Doederlein would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not. 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if I will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 
business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. 


When a person buys coal, he usually 


buys it a ton at a time. The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Doederlein 


said. Then the customer buys another ton 
to make it until spring. 


Doederlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


coming a relic due to modern heating 
means. He also operates another truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
haul lumber. 


His coal trucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to reach a customer. He 
said he doesn't make many long distance 
hauls to wood fuel customers because it 
costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a ton. 


Doederlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man seeking to go into business 
for himself: "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money."

Board Calls Comments 'Misrepresentation 


Some of thu comments printed in Fri- 


day's Herald from n statement released 
l>y School Dist. 59's Tcnchers' Council 
have been called "mlsreprcsentntion" by 
Hie hoard of education ami Adminis- 
tration. 


For tbe most part, however, several in- 


dividual board members preferred not to 
comment, saying, in the words of Board 
I'rcs). Klchard Hess, that it was a "too 
broad based letter." 


The Teachers' Council statement, at- 


tacked the board for being either mis- 
informed, 
uninformed 
or deliberately 


misleading in reference to eduacfiomil 
practices and dealing with teachers m 
the district. 


The Teachers Council recently initiated 


an investigation of the district by the Illi- 
nois Education Association (IEA). The 
IEA investigated a list of 10 to 50 
charges made by the Teachers Council, 
but have not released results of the in- 
vestigation. 


AS YET THE Teachers Council has re- 


fused to make public the charges. 


The Teachers Council statement, how- 


ever, was related to those charges and 
the circumstances which have arisen be- 
cause of them. 


One of the accusations was that some 


of the charges made by the Teachers

allegations, 


"That's not true. Many of thfi items 


indicated were corrected before we re- 
ceived their letter," (presenting the alle- 
gations) said Hess. 


Apparently some of the items were in 


reference to situations during the first 
day of school and were corrected as a 
matter of course by the administration. 
The allegations were not presented to the 
board until October.

Illinois voters decide the fate of the pro- 
posed new state constitution 


Estimates of voter turnout for the spe- 


cial referendum range as high as 60 per 
cent and as low as 40 per cent. 


The turnout is expected to be held 


down by the proximity ot the election 
date to the Christmas holidays, lack of 
interest in the new constitution and wear- 
iness of the voters, who alreadv have 
had two statewide election dates this 
year: a primary in March and general 
elections six weeks ago. 


The paper ballot will include five sepa- 


rate quesbons. 


THE FIRST ASKS for a "yes" or "no" 


vote on the new constitution. 


Propositions One and Two give voters 


a choice of ways to select members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives and 
of the Illinois judiciairy. 


Proposition Three asks if the death 


penalty should be abolished in the state 
and Proposition Four asks if the voting 
age in Illinois should be lowered to IB. 


The four separate questions were re- 


moved from the main package of the 
constitution because delegates believe 
their controversial nature could jeapor- 
flize passage of the entire constitution 


If the constitution itself is approved, 


the four separate proposals wiU be in- 
cluded in It. But if the constitution is re- 
jected, the four separate items also die, 
even if a majority of the voters appiove 
them. 


PROPOSITIONS ONE and Two have 


attracted most of the interest since the 
proposed changes would directly affect 
political control in Illinois. 


The first offers a choice between the 


present method of electing members of 
the Illinois House of Representatives in 
multi-member districts or in smaller 
single-member districts. 


Currently, three representatives are 


elected in the 59 districts under a unique 
system of cumulative voting in which the 
voter can give as many as three votes to 
one candidate This has generally as- 
sured election of minority party repre- 


sentatives m each district. 


The single-member proposal would di- 


vide each of the 59 districts into thiee 
smaller districts with one representa'cue 
elected m each The size of the House of 
Representatives would not be changed. 


PROPOSITION TWO offers voters ;i 


choice between election of judges on a 
partisan ballot, with their nomination hy 
the political parties or appointment of 
judges by the governor following nonii- 
naVn by a screening commission. 


The new constitution was drafted by 


the state's Sixth Constitutional Con- 
vention, which met from Dec 8, 1%3 to 
Sept 3,1970. 


Illinois voters had approved the tall 


for a convention in 1968 by an over- 
whelming margin — largest ever on a 
special referendum issue in the state. 


A simple majority of the votss cast is 


sufficient to pass the new constitution. 
However, there still is doubt concerning 
the number of votes needed to carry the 
four separate proposals and if the vote is 
close, court fights are expected. 


If it is approved, the new constitution 


will take effect hi stages, beginning next 
year.

development of industry. Later, with the 
development of O'Hare Airport and the 
city's welcome of industrial companies, 
Des Plaines became an industrial center. 


Other important events in which Pri- 


ckett played an important part were the 
annexation of Orchard Place subdivision, 
the purchase of the old Higgins Water 
Co., and the razing of the old North. 
School at Jefferson Street and River 
Road. 


"It was always my hope that we could 


build some kind of cultural center or au- 
ditorium there. I always felt that sort of 
thing was sort of lacking in Des Plaines 
but they built a parking lot there," 
said Prickett. 


REDEVELOPMENT, he said, is a 


"must" for the city's downtown business 


district. Prickett, who served on the 
council's first redevelopment committee 
12 years ago, said continued growth of 
the city will depend on downtown renew- 
al.

"I feel strongly that our downtown 


business district ust be renovated. 
Sales tax money' is very important to the 
operation of any city. If you lose your 
commercial operations in the city, you 
lose that sales tax money," he said.. 


"I don't see why people'have to go to a 


shopping center in other towns. They 
should be able to spend their money in 
their own city," he said. 


Prickett said he is looking forward to 


downtown renewal and that his only re- 
servation about present plans is that 
amount of apartment residences that 
could be built. 


Dist. 207 Needs 
Additional Funds 


More money may be needed soon by 


Maine Township High School Dist. 207. 


"The necessity for additional funds is 


becoming evident," according to John 
Means, Dist. 207 board member who 
heads the board's finance committee. 


Rising real estate evaluations in Maine 


Township will not be enough to offset 
growing educational costs, according to a 
preliminary financial report presented to 
the finance committee last week. 


Preliminary financial projections show 


a sharp rise in the Dist. 207 deficit, under 
the present $1.62 in tax for each $100 of 
assessed real estate value, for education- 
al funds. 


Board members voiced the hope that 


growing debt could be met with in- 
creased state aid. State and federal aid 
now provides about 14 per cent of the 
school budget. 


DIST. 207's budget this year for its 


four high schools totaled $21,050,779, 23 
per cent above the 1969-70 school budget. 
This budget reflected the opening last 
month of Maine North High School, in 
unincorporated Des Plaines. 


The district has run at a deficit for the 


last ten years, except for 1968, when 
township residents approved a referen- 
dum to raise the educational tax fund 
rate from $1.42 to $1.63 per $100 of as- 
sessed real estate value. Voters had re- 
jected the tax hike twice in 1968 before it 
finally passed. 


The district now spends about $1,308 


for each of , its 11,300 students. This 
amount is less than that spent in nearby 
Niles, New Trier,, and Evansttin town- 
ships, according to the Dist. 207 adminis- 
tration. 
, 
' 


tentative projections by Harold Mark- 


worth, business manager,, indicate that 
the value of real,estate in Maine Tows- 
ship will increase iteadily. For this 
year's budget, the assessed valuation 
was about $675 million, up from the pre- 
vious evaluation of about $649 million. 


But the taxes on the real estate would 


not be enough to keep up ..with rising 
costs, the preliminary report indicated, 
and the district's debt would increase 
sharply. 


WHILE THE assessment would rise 


because of new housing and Industry, to 
would the number of students, the teach- 
ers needed to instruct them, the teachers 
salary, and other costs, board members 
said. 


Administration projections now in- 


dicate that about 13,800 students would 
attend Maine Township high schools by 
1974, compared to 11,300 today. 


This would mean more teachers would 


be needed. This' year, with the opening of 
Maine North, 41 teachers were added, 
bringing the total up to 760. Teacher sal- 
aries will also be a factoor, board mem- 
bers said. 


Memorial Unit To Meet

Des Plaines Military Com- 


memorative Committee, which is trying 
to raise $60,000 for a Lake Park memor- 
ial to residents killed in military service, 
will hold regular monthly meetings start- 
ing in January. 


According to a statement issued this 


week by the group, all local community 
organizations have been invited to join 
the committee and attend the monthly 
meetings, to be held at the Des Plaines 
American Legion Hall, Golf and E. Hiver 
roads. 


Arthur Hockett, committee chairman, 


asked persons knowing the names of lo- 
cal residents who have died in service to 
their country to send the names to the 
committee at 748 Pearson St., Des 
Plaines, 60016. 


The committee, which has been trying 


to revive interest in the memorial, has 


raised about $6,000 so far but has spent 
$3,000 of that for expenses such is archi- 
tectural fees, mailing and printing costs, 
according to the statement. 


Hockett said the commemorative com- 


mittee has added two new members. Al 
Schalla, 384 Oxford Rd,, representing .the 
Cumberland Terrace Civic Assn., and 
Bob McCoy, 1695 Van Bureo Ave., repre- 
senting Des Plaines Moose Lodge CM, 
joined the committee at its Dec. 3 meet- 
ing, he said. 


The memorial, first proposed more 


than three years ago, would be built on 
land donated by the Des Plaines Park 
District at Lake Park, Howard and Lee 
streets. 


The next regular meeting will be held 


at 8 p.m. Jan 13 at the American Legion

Family Assistance Increasing 


Fifty families have received aid fiom 


the Elk Grove Township general assis- 
tance fund during the last eighl months. 


This represents at least a slight in- 


crease in the number of families who re- 
el vee aid. Last year 49 families wcie giv- 
en aid during the 12-month fiscal year 
beginning in April and ending in March 


Sixteen families are currently receiv- 


ing aid, according to Mrs. Dolores Staat, 
one of two town&hip employes who are 
certified social workers and who admin- 
ister the program. The other is William 
Rohlwing, Township supervisor. 


The length of time a family may re- 


ceive aid. Last year 48 families were giv- 
takes one or two food orders to last, to 
three or four months, Mrs. Staat said 


The amount of money a family receiv- 


es also varies on the size of the family, 
she said. 


Since March 1 the township has spent 


$15,000 on welfare. Last year the town- 
ship spent a total of $22,671 for the fiscal 
year. 


MOST OF THE 16 families receiving 


aid are those with broken homes with the 
patents either separated or divorced, 
Mrs. Stuat said. 


In three c;ises the family provider is 


unemployed. In another, a death has oc- 
cuned with the wife in need of income 
prior to obtaining Social Security pay- 
ments Theie is one case of an unwed 
mother. 


Illness to Q family provider is also an- 


other reason a family may be added lo 
tho welfai o rolls. 


Each case is separate, said Mrs Staat, 


add.ng that it is difficult to generalize 
eibotit them 


Though a man may be unemployed and 


receiving unemployment compensation, 
township aid may be needed to supple- 
ment a family's income in the case of a 
large family, she said. 


THE TOWNSHIP provides for several 


ditfcrent types of allowances, including 
food, 
personal 
essentials, household, 


clothing, gasoline and fuel, and rent. 


"The amount each family receives de- 


pends on the size of the family," Mrs. 
Staat asserted. 


Families receiving aid may be mem- 


bers of minority groups but not neces- 
sarily so, she added. They come from 


throughout the township. 


In some cases, she said the township 


may provide welfare to a family who 
qualifies for aid from the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Aid. 


However, in the 60 to 90 days it takes 


for a family to begin receiving aid from 
the state the township will provide wel- 
fare, she said. 


THE TOWNSHIP may also refer a 


family to the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows, a federally fun- 
ded organization, that provides food 
stamps and aids low-income families.

The informal activity center was given 


permission last summer to use second 
floor rooms at the Rand Park Field- 
house, Dempster Street near Parkview 
Ave 


The park district requirement that a 


guard be present at the center may also 
be discussed at the 8 p.m. meeting at 
district headquarters, 748 Pearson, ac- 
cording to Robert Kunkel, director of 
parks and recreation. 


The expense of the guard has been 


criticized by some drop-in leaders, be- 
cause it almost doubles drop-in center 
costs. 


THE PARK DISTRICT 
made 
the 


guard a requirement for the use of the 
rooms, which are rent-free. Board mem- 
bers felt the guard would be needed to 
protect property and prohibit junior high 
school students from participating in the 
center. 


The drop-in center board has been at- 


tempting to raise funds in recent weeks 
by inviting various church and service 
groups to contribute and to become 
members of the board. 


The center now has a lawyer and is in 


the process of establishing itself as a 
state chartered corporation. This move 
was taken to provide legal documents 
and assurances of financial responsi- 
bility. Those were requested by city offi- 
cials before they could make a decision 
on contributing to the costs of the center. 


The city received a request for $500 in 


funds in mid-November from Dean Niles, 
assistant center director, during a joint 
meeting of the youth activities and wel- 
fare and counseling committees of the 
Des Plaines city council. 


The city attorney, Robert DiLeonardi, 


has been asked to prepare a legal opin- 
ion on the drop-in request. In a similar 
request in April, the city refused to give 
funds to a drop-in center at the First 
Congregational Church, because the Des 
Plaines Youth Csmmission and its offi- 
cials felt it would set a precedent for giv- 
ing funds to every group which requested 
a contribution. 


NILES SAID THEN that the center is 


for all the youth in the community and 
that it wants to involve all communiy 
groups. It has appealed to 20 community 
groups besides the city, he said. 


Niles told the alderman that the youth 


center is earning about $500 a month and 
is spending about $1,000. Its major ex- 
pense, about $500 a month, is for the 
guard to patrol the area around the cen- 
ter. 


The other major expense is for the 


$400-a-month salary for the Rev. Dick 
Smith, director of the program. 


Funds for the center now come from 


Friday night coffeehouse events, sale of 
soda pop, fund raising efforts by teens, 
and contributions 
from Des Plaines 


churches and social service groups, Niles 
said. 


The center now serves about 30 teens 


daily and about 150 on Friday night, ac- 
cording to David Russel, youth minister 
at the First Congregational Church, and 
president of the Place for People board 
(PFP). 


The center hopes to'establish a profes- 


sional counseling service for the teens 
and to set up a drug-information pro- 
gram, Niles said.

Ofton careful attention ta lh« 
muscles — particularly after an Injury - 
will relieve the problem.

treating the muscle involved. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — Would you please 


toll mo what hyperuricemia is? What 
causes it and is there any cure for it? Is 
it similar to gout? 


Dear reader — This means there is an 


increased amount of uric acid — a prod- 
uct of protein metabolism — in the Blood. 
It is often seen in gout although it can 
occur without gouty arthritis and gouty 
arthritis can occur without markedly in- 
creased amounts of uric acid. Treatment 


is indicated if gouty arthritis is part of 
the picture; otherwise it might be well to 
ignore it. Incidentally, gouty arthritis is 
uncommon in women.

Since l!)l>7, he tins been 
one of two pliysiclaius at the M-betl Ma- 
nambaro Lutheran Hospital in Maiuun- 
baro, a village of about

southeast corner of the Tcxa.vM/.i'd is- 
land. 


Presently he Is partlcipting in tlio nus- 


slonary doctor furlough program, part of 
the Mccllcnl Mission Program at Luther- 
an General Hospital, Park Ridge. 


"I'm improving my .skill;, in surgery at 


Lutheran General as well as updating 
my knowledge in internal medicine ai> It 
Is practiced in the United States," smd 
the 
University of Wisconsin 
Medical 


School graduate and native of Cambria, 
Wis. 


Dr. Lloyd, a general practitioner with 


two yenrs of post graduate training at 
the University of Colorado, practiced 
medicine for 12 years in West S.ilein be- 
fore he and h'ts wife decided to .seive in 
the mission fields.. 


"IT WAS SOMETHING we had always 


wanted to do." said Dr, Lloyd. "By l%7. 
oui' four children wcte old enough to 
adapt to such an environment When a 
physician friend returned from Mamun- 
bnro and told us about his work theie, 
we decided that was whore we hlioukl 
go" 


What Dr. Lloyd found in Madagascar 


was. much different than the rural tran- 
quility of West Salem. The new nation, 
which gained its independence in 19IJO af- 
ter 65 years, of French occupation, lias a 
culture influenced by Southeast Asia and 
Europe. The people are Polynesian!: ami 
African. There is some distrust by the 
Africans toward the Polynesian group 
which occupies the more desirable cen- 
tral highlands and who received more 
education and better 
fobs 
from 
the 


French. 


"Now 
the Africans are receiving good 


education also." said Dr. Lloyd, whose 
hospital serves mostly 
Africans 
"Al- 


though only 50 per cent of the people get 
an education, great stride;, arc being 
made towaid equality and higher educa- 
tion in this nation which is divided by 
tribal and geographical differences and 
19 different dialects of the Malagasy lan- 
guage." 


About 50 per cent of the people are 


Christian in Madagascar. 


"But this is often in name only such as 


It is in the United States." said Dr. 
uloycl. "There is much superstition and 


fear nl spirits Some people worship ani- 
mals, rocks and trees." 


Dr 
Lloyd's community, Mamimbaro, 


is a village of huts which are made of 
palm wood walls and grass, or straw 
roofs. Floors are dirt Unemploymenl is 
high, people live from their chickens and 
pigs and liom Ihe two rice crops thoy get 
each year. R.uns aie inconsistent and 
water control is poor, however, so the 
product urn of rice varies from crop to 
crop. Those with jobs invest their turn- 
ings in tattle. People have not yet 
learned to use or trust banks

tals's diesel generator supplies elec- 
tricity to the village. The hospital has its 
own well, and the women working at the 
hospital have an inside toilet ami show- 
ers 


"The water at Manambaro is very 


"So I 
am studying the water softening system 
at Lutheran General and hope to adapt a 
similar system for Manambaro Lutheran 
Hospital when I return to Madagascar."

In making the announcement John B. 


Naser, director of the Illinois VA Region- 
al Office in Chicago, reported that 19,492 
or lb.6 per cent of these Illinois veterans 
have not finished high school. The nation- 
al average for Vietnam era veterans is 
15.4 per cent. 


Naser explained that veterans can get 


monthly payments while completing high 
school under the GI Bill, without having 
their payments charged against the edu- 
cation and training benefits for which 
they may be eligible. 


He also pointed out that while the VA 


helps all veterans, it makes a special ef- 
fort lo assist those without a high school 
education. 


FIRST, NASER SAID, a letter is sent 


to every new veteran, telling him about 
the GI Bill, including on-the-job training, 
VA medical and dental care, and other 
VA benefits, as well as offering him as- 
sistance in finding a job. 


Veterans who have completed high 


school receive one type of letter; another 
type goes to those who have not.^Also, if 
the veteran's military discharge in- 
dicates a possible service disability, the 
letter tells the veteran show he can file a 
claim with the VA. 


Names of veterans living beyond com- 


muting distance of the Chicago VA office 
who have not finished high school are 
turned over to nearby service organiza- 
tions for further contact. Such veterans 
living within commuting distance, Naser 
said, are sent a follow-up letter setting 
up a specific appointment with a VA offi- 
cial at 2030 W. Taylor St., Chicago. 


If the veteran does not answer the in- 


vitation, the VA sends a third letter, Na- 
ser said, and the veteran is given a form 
and a self-addressed envelope to use to 
set up a meeting at his convenience with 
a VA official at the Chicago VA office, at 
the veteran's home, or elsewhere, even 
on a Saturday. 


VETERANS WHO ARE without a high 


school diploma living either beyond or 
within Ihe commuting area of the Chi- 


cago VA office who have not responded, 
are sent another letter which provides 
further information, renews the offer of 
assistance, and includes a form on which 
the veteran can simply check his needs 
or interests. Again, a 
self-addressed 


franked envelope is enclosed for his con- 
venience. 


The veteran is told, "We can help you 


get started in a trade, go back to school, 


or pay you while you do. If you are look- 
ing for a job, we may be able to refer 
you to one which is just what you want." 


If the veteran is not interested in edu- 


cation or training, the VA office places 
him in contact with the State Employ- 
ment Agency. 


Naser said that of the 117,136 letters 


sent to veterans in the State of Illinois, 
3,927 were mailed in October.

JUNIOR NURSING students enrolled

Program, 


which is not less than three years in 
length, receive, when accepted for the 
program, $302 monthly. In addition, the 
appointee is entitled to free medical and 
dental care and commissary and ex- 
change privileges during the student's 
senior year. 


Upon graduation, the new nurse is 


commissioned an ensign in the U. S.

The Dundee Road interchange 


opening iollows completion of con- 
struction of a two-mile stretch of 
Route 53 from Rand Road (U S. 12) 
to Route 08. It is now possible to 
get on the six-lane divided highway 
and drive to the Northwest Tollway 


, interchange and, in 1972, to the 
new Interstate 90 link with Eisen- 
hower Expressway. 


Even more advantageous, how- 


ever, is the opening of the Arling- 
ton Heights Road access ramps. 
They will be otficially opened by 
Gov. Richard B Ogilvie in a rib- 
bon-cutting ceremony at 2'30 p.m 


The partial interchange will per- 


mit Chicago-bound motorists to en- 
ter the tollway and outbound mo- 
torists to exit This will save thou- 
sands of commuters — especially 
from Arlington Heights and Elk 
Grove Village — several minutes 
of driving time each day 


It also should reduce rush-hour 


traffic jams at Highways 83 and 53. 


Opening of the tollway ramps 


will mark the successful conclusion 
of a seven-year effort to give the 
Northwest suburbs better access to 


the tollway. After years of frustra- 
tion in trying to get the state to 
recognize the need for a new ac- 
cess, a group ol' residents from Ar- 
lington Heights and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage formed the Tollway Access 
Committee (TAC). 


The key to their successful 
cam- 


paign was provided by Carl M. 
L a r s o n , University of Illinois 
Circle campus marketing professor 
a n d 
a 
resident 
of 
Arlington 


Heights. 
His professional 
study, commis- 


sioned by TAC, indicated new toll 
revenues would be generated by 
the access ramps. Two subsequent 
surveys by the Illinois Toll Road 
Commission 
itself 
substantiated 


the Larson Survey findings. 


That knowledge, plus 
effective 


lobbying, broke the dam and con- 
struction was approved in 
mid- 


1908. 


Motorists have many to thank for 


the new $1.5 million access — and 
the promise of a complete inter- 
change system serving the area 
west of Arlington Heights Road. 


Municipal leaders of both Arling- 


ton Heights and Elk Grove Village 
worked diligently to secure approv- 
al. 


Dr. Carl Mees, who headed TAC, 


and Prof. Larson deserve special 
recognition So does State Rep. Eu- 
genia S. Chapman, who helped to 
persuade former Gov. Samuel Sha- 
piro to approve the project. 


It isn't often that a newspaper 


has the pleasure ol seeing a long- 
time editorial campaign brought to 
a successful conclusion, so the Her- 
ald takes particular satisfaction in 
tomorrow's opening of the tollway 
ramps. 


Deserving of comparable success 


is another improvement for the 
area's highway system — access 
ramps at Roselle Road and the 
Northwest Tollway. 


Considerable community support 


already has been generated for this 
improvement. The two suburbs 
most directly involved — Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg — have 
been working to get an access ap- 
proved there and have received 
some encouragement Irom tollway 
officials. 


Harper College, located nearby, 


has offered the services of its di-

opment to the two communities in 
their effort to demonstrate the ii- 
nancial feasibility ol Roselle Road 
access ramps.

In case you didn'l notice last week, the 


long-threatened but oft-postponed nation- 
wide rail strike finally became a reality, 
if only for one day 


Rail unions have been bound and deter- 


mined they would strike for many 
months now President Nixon and Con- 
gress had been lust as bound and deter- 
mined there would be no strike. They 
were, that is, until last week 


And so it came, last Thursday. Thou- 


sands of rail workers stayed away from 
their jobs. The post office set up all sorts 
of embargoes, temporary rules and spe- 
cial procedures for the strike. City traffic 
authorities braced for the crush of autos 
that was expected 


But, the walkout died the same day it 


was born. 


If you're a commuter who rides the 


Chicago and North Western Railway 
trains into Chicago each day you would 
probably say of the strike, "Big deal" or 
"So what?" 


That's not too surprising, really. For

you were all but completely unaffected 
by the strike This despite the fact you 
use one of the major commuter rail sys- 
tems in the nation. 


The C&NW somehow managed last 


Thursday to keep its trains running. 
Granted, the trains were a little "liber- 
al" with the schedules. And some of the 
train crew members were new at the 
jobs. But nevertheless, the C&NW got 


you and thousands of others downtown 
that morning And back home that night. 


Moreover, the C&NW was apparently 


just about the only commuter line that 
made an effort to keep the trains going 
in the face of the walkout. 


Why the unexpected effort on the part 


of the C&NW' (Unexpected, because, 
though the strike began late Wednesday 
night, no one knew until Thursday morn- 
ing that they would have a C&NW train 
to ride on ) 


It's hard to say why. Two commuters, 


while waiting for their tram that Thurs- 
day morning, advanced the theory that it 
had something to do with the planned 
purchase of the railroad by its employes 


The accuracy of that theory is academ- 


ic, just as it's academic to estimate how 
long the C&NW could have kept its trains 
running during a rail strike. 


One thing is certain, though: the 


goodwill produced by the C&NW Thurs- 
day among its commuters is all but mea- 
sureless. 


Conservationists Wage Good Fight 
DCS Plaines Beat 


Conservationists have fought a 


good fight against John 
Sexton 


Sand and Gravel Corp. and the Illi- 
nois Division of Waterways over 
Sexton's makeshift bridge crossing 
and flood plain filling in the Des 
Plalnes River north 
of Central 


Road. 


They have pointed out hazards to 


the lives of boaters and canoeists 
caused by the bridge and the dan- 
gers of increased flooding from the 
filling of the 40-acre flood plain on 
the river's west bank. 


As a result of an Illinois Division 


of 
Waterways 
hearing 
on 
the 


bridge last week, we believe there 
is enough evidence to justify order- 
ing removal of the bridge and a 
halt to the flood plain work. 


It's time for the waterways divi- 


son to stop pussyfooting around 
with Sexton and the company's 
contractor, Edmier 
Construction 


Co. of Cicero. Both firms thumbed 
their noses at the public when, 
without regard to the law or the 
consequences of their actions, they 
built the culvert bridge and began 
filling the flood plain more than 
two months ago 


Their tardy compliance with the

law, when they applied for a water- 
ways permit after the bridge was 
built, and the division's issuance of 
the permit without study of the ef- 
fects of the flood plain work or 
even seeing Sexton's plans for the 
40-acre site, were not in the public 
interest 


At first, John C. Guillou, chief 


engineer of the waterways divi- 
sion, said his agency had no auth- 
ority over the flood plain because it 
has been only a storage area for 
flood waters and not part of the 
river channel, even during flood 
stages. Now Guillou says there is 
some flow of water on the site 
when the river is at flood stages. If 
Sexton wants to put a 15-foot depth 
of fill there, as conservationists 
have charged, he will probably or- 
der a halt to the filling, Guillou 
said at the hearing last week. 


We acknowledge the weak state 


laws Guillou has to work with, but 
if his agency does have authority, 
he should take action to see that 
the public interest is protected. 
Stronger laws giving the state con- 
trol over flood plain development, 
which will be introduced in the 
General Assembly next year, will 


do no good unless administrators 
are willing to enforce them aggres- 
sively. 


If Sexton suffers a loss from the 


restricted use of its property, the 
company should be compensated. 
The firm bought the land from the 
Catholic Church more than a year 
ago, assuming that it would be able 
to do pretty much as it pleased 
with the 40-acre site. 


We applaud the members of the 


Izaak Walton League, the Cook 
County Clean Streams Committee, 
Open Lands Project and others 
who have made a public issue of 
the waterways division's decision 
in favor of the Sexton permit. 
Someone has to watch that river, 
especially if the public agencies 
charged by law with protecting it 
occasionally are not up to the job 


Sexton has been ordered to keep 


construction equipment at 
the 


bridge site so it could be removed 
in a few hours in case ol emergen- 
cy. We hope the company will keep 
the bridge up just long enough to 
haul most of the fill dirt back 
across to the east side ot the river, 
restoring the flood plain to its orig- 
inal level. 


School Caucuses Convene

It is the caucus season for two ele- 


mentary school districts serving Des

The East Maine Township General

Williams, of 995 Margret, when con- 


tacted by the Herald/Day said he had 
a c c e p t e d other commitments which 
would take much of his time after 
April 


"I really don't want to run," Williams 


said. 


Williams has accepted appointment to 


the governing boadr of St. Martin's Epis- 
copal Church, Thacker and Margret. 


Williams was president of the Dist 62 


board in 1968 and 1969 and is now chair- 
man of the building committee. 


He feels the biggest accomplishment of 


the board, during his term in office, was 
the passing of a $2.5 million bond issue, 
which was used to improve facilities at 
the 10 district schools. 


Before his election to the board, Wil- 


liams and his wife Betty were active in 
the PTA groups at West School and Al- 
gonquin Junior High School. He was also 
active in the boys scouts and girl scouts

whose terms expire in April, haven't yet 
reached decisions on seeking re-election. 


Gordon Kopald and Edward Solomon,

The 
1970 Constitution has some great advan- 
tages over the present 11170 Constitution 


The new Constitution 
will prohibit 


specifically a graduated state income 
tax, whereas there are no such limits in 
the present Constitution. 


The new Constitution will make it pos- 


sible to exempt food, medicine and such 
necessities from the state sales tax. The 
old Constitution allows no such ex- 
ceptions 


The new Constitution provides that 


property tax lehef can be granted in the 
form of homestead exemptions The old 
Constitution prohibits any such relief 


The new Constitution will make it le- 


gally possible to levy property taxes at 
lower levels on residences than on busi- 
ness property. Hecent court decisions in- 


dicate that such levying of various levels 
by classifications of property . . . being 
done now in defiance of the 1870 Con- 
stitution 
will not be permitted to 


continue if the old Constitution remains 
the charter for Illinois government. 


The new Constitution will give the indi- 


vidual citizen a base for fighting pollu- 
tion, a subject that was unknown when 
the present Constitution was drafted. 


The new Constitution will commit the 


Stale of Illinois to improve public school 
education, shifting to the State financial 


burdens now on the homeowners. 


As one who has worked for 25 years for 


Illinois constitutional improvement and 
as the person privileged to be President 
of the Sixth Illinois Constitutional Con- 
vention, I am proud of the work done by 
the 116 delegates and of the document 
they produced. I urge you to vote "Yes"

MVKN THOUGH Doederlcin would like 


to drop his line of coal fuels and stock 
more lumber, he will not. 


"People keep asking me when they 


buy coal if [ will be in business through 
the winter. If I went out of the coal fuel 


business, they would have no other com- 
pany around here to turn to," he said. 


When a person buys coal, be usually 


buys it a ton at a time. The first ton is 
bought before winter begins and that 
lasts to around mid-winter, Docderlein 
said. Then the customer buys another ton 
to make it until spring. 


Docderlein has a coal truck, fast be- 


coming a relic due to modern heating 
means. He also operates another truck 
that hauls coal, but can also be used to 
'vuil lumber. 


His coal trucks often have to haul a ton 


of coal 20 miles to roach a customer. He 
said ho doesn't make many long distance 
hauls to wood fuel customers because it 
costs about the same to haul a ton or a 
quarter to the same distance and wood 
fuel customers never buy a Ion. 


Docdcrlein admits the coal business is 


dying and probably won't last too much 
longer. 


In fact, he had some advice to the 


young man socking to go into business 
for himself: "Don't go into the coal busi- 
ness. After a few more years, you won't 
make any money."
